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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action mailed on October 21, 2003, Applicant cancels without 
prejudice claims 1, 2, 7, 1 1, 12, 16, 17, 19, 22-24, and 28, amends claims 3, 8, 9, 13, 14, 18, 20, 
and 25, and adds no new claims. As a result, claims 3-6, 8-10, 13-15, 18, 20-21, and 25-27 
remain pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Applicant submitted an Information Disclosure Statement and a 1449 Form December 

17, 2001, Applicant respectfully requests that an initialed copy of the 1449 Form be returned to 
Applicant's Representatives to indicate that the cited references have been considered by the 
Examiner. 

S I 02 Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 1, 2, 1 1, 23 and 24 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as anticipated by Cosand 
(U.S. 6,597,303). Claims 16, 17, 19, 22 and 28 were rejected under 35 USC §102(b) as 
anticipated by Jett Jr. (U.S. 4,459,555). Claims 1, 7, 1 1, 12, 16 and 17 were rejected under 35 
USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Adams et al. ( IEEE , OTA Extended Adjustment Range and 
Linearization via Programmable Current Mirrors). All of these claims are canceled without 
prejudice against their later introduction into this or another application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-6, 8-10, 13-15, 18, 20-21 and 25-27 were objected to as dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but were indicated to be allowable over the prior art. Claims 3, 8, 9, 13, 14, 

18, 20, and 25 are therefore rewritten in independent form, including all the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The remaining allowable claims 4-6, 10, 15, 21, and 26- 
27 depend from the foregoing parent claims. 
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Conclusion
